A LAST-minute surge in Christmas 
shoppers has put a smile on the face 
of the town’s retailers. 

And with thousands of bargain hunters set to 
descend on the town today as the sales get under¬ 
way, it is hoped retailers will sign off2007 in style. 

Frances Burt commercial manager at the 
County Square shopping centre said: “Things had 
been fairly slow at the start but they increased as 
we got closer to Christmas. 

“I have spoken to a few of the stores in the cen¬ 
tre. They say that it was in the last few days 
before Christmas that trade suddenly took off.” 

It was not just the town centre to benefit either 
- with the Designer Outlet also emulating last 
year’s sales figures. 

The last-minute rush seems to have been a 
reflection of a nationwide trend. According to a 
survey carried out by Sainsbury’s nearly £12 bil¬ 
lion was due to be spent by shoppers in the last 
seven days before Christmas - nearly £3bn more 
than the same period last year. 

Mrs Burt said: “It was manic over the weekend 
and Christmas Eve.” 

Many thought this year might see a dramatic 
drop in Christmas trade due to high interest 
rates and the resulting pressure on mortgage 
payments and credit cards. 

But the town’s shops have held firm, with Mrs 
Burt saying those stores that had invested in 
refurbishment seemed to be doing better than the 
ones which had not. 

She said: “Some shops like BHS have done real¬ 
ly well because they have had a refit this year 
which has turned the shop around. Their gift 
shop seems to have done really well. I was in 
there the other a day and it was packed.”

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Festive rise 
in domestic 
abuse cases

AT Christmas it is easy to 
forget the extra stresses the 
season can bring for families. 

One of the more unfortunate side 
effects of the period is the increase in 
domestic violence which accompa¬ 
nies most public holidays. 

A combination of financial worries, 
alcohol consumption and other sea¬ 
sonal family stresses can see tem¬ 
pers boil over and lead to an 
increased caseload for professionals 
like Kate Turner, Ashford council’s 
domestic violence prevention officer. 

She is part of the housing services 
team, offering advice and working on 
behalf of victims of domestic violence 
in Ashford and Maidstone. Sometimes 
clients are referred by the police and 
other agencies but Mrs Turner can 
also be approached directly by victims. 

She said: “There is no need for peo¬ 
ple to suffer in silence. Victims may 
feel very isolated but actually there 
is a lot of help out there.” 

Working closely with the police and 
other relevant organisations, she 
helps victims to avoid further domes¬ 
tic violence through a range of poten¬ 
tial solutions. Initially, that often 
means assisting in securing court 
orders against abusive partners. 

Another service is the Sanctuary 
Project, which involves creating a 
safe room in the victim’s house where 
they can lock a reinforced door and 
summon immediate help through a 
panic alarm. Security modifications 
could also include installation of spy¬ 
holes, lighting and additional door 
and window locks. 

A 12-week course called the 
Freedom Programme aims to help 
women better understand the causes 
and effects of domestic violence, how 
to recognise abusive partners and 
how to improve their self-esteem. 

Mrs Turner said: “Many of the peo¬ 
ple who go on the course describe it 
as life-changing.”

In extreme circumstances Kate 
helps victims who are forced to flee 
their homes - finding them tempo¬ 
rary accommodation in refuges and 
even relocating them on a perma¬ 
nent basis. 

She added: “We have good contacts 
with the refuges but in terms of per¬ 
manent accommodation this is much 
more of a challenge. Everyone knows 
there is a shortage of available hous¬ 
ing and simply relocating is not 
always the best answer. Of course in 
some cases it is the only viable option 
and we have had to relocate people to 
the other side of the country for their 
own safety.”

‘With the new extension to County 
Square near completion there’s a real 
sense of optimism, not only in the 
centre but in the town as a whole.

Greg Lumley, centre manager of 
Ashford Designer Outlet said: 
“Trading at the outlet during the last

Viv Kenny, from the Ashford Town 
Centre Partnership, said: “I think we 
are becoming a nation of last-minute 
shoppers because the same happened 
last year. Everyone is so busy these 
days.” 

The Sainsbury’s results came after 
it took figures from its credit card 
users. 

The results revealed that 1.4 mil¬ 
lion people would be spending more 
than £1,000 in the last few days 
before Christmas. 

It also showed that men on average 
were spending nearly £100 more on 
their Christmas presents than 
women.

Sales of wedding 
bands slump but 
services stay solid

IS MARRIAGE dead in Ashford? 
According to Jill Archer at the 
Goldrush jewellers in Lower High 
Street it is. 

And they are not the only ones reporting 
that 2007 saw a decline in the number of wed¬ 
ding rings sold, as other retailers report a 
noticeable dip. 

But church and register office staff say the 
number of marriages are holding steady 
despit e the decline in the sale of rings. 

Mrs Archer told Yourashford: “We have hard¬ 
ly sold any wedding rings this year, which is 
strange. I can only imagine it must have been a 
terrible year for marriages.” 

Johanne Holness from Topps Jewellers in 
Castle Street had also seen the number of 
bands snapped up by happy couples slump. 

She said: “There does seem to have been a bit 
of a downturn this year. I can only think that 
fewer people are getting married.” 

Earlier this year the National Office of 
Statistics said marriage rates had reached an 
all-time low, with the expense of the ceremonies 
and a growing trend of couples living together 
but not marrying, all contributing factors. 


However, those that conduct marriage servic¬ 
es say Ashford does not seem to be any worse 
than other towns when it comes to couples 
making the comittment. 

Alan Thomas from Kent Registration 
Services said: “We have not seen any particular 
downturn this year. 

“We have had 131 ceremonies at Elwick 
House in the town since January and 469 at 
other approved venues in the Ashford and 
Shepway area. 

“I don’t think that romance is dead in 
Ashford. We do have to compete with some 
more exotic places that are abroad, but Kent 


has led the way in terms allowing more places 
to conduct weddings and we seem to be holding 
our own at the moment.” 

The Rev Sheila McLachlan, area dean for the 
Church of England, said: “Nationally, last year 
churches accounted for 25 per cent of all wed¬ 
dings in the country. 

“Next year I think it will be interesting to see 
how things develop. The new Church of 
England marriage measure will widen the 
qualifying conditions for couples to be married 
in any particular church. 

“Perhaps they are selling the wrong kind of 
wedding rings.”

Motorists facing 
New Year rises in 
car parking fees

DRIVERS in the borough will be get¬ 
ting an added headache at the start 
of the New Year. 

Parking charges around the area 
are going to be increased from 
January 6. 

Ashford council says this is the 
first increase in charges in more 
than two years, and it blames rising 
running costs for the hike in charges. 

Charges in Ashford will now cost 
70p per hour, while in Tenterden 
parking fees are going up to 60p for 
an hour. That represents a lOp rise 
in both towns for a 60-minute stay in 
the borough’s parking areas. 

Cllr Neil Bell, portfolio holder for 
environmental services said: “It is 
with regret we have had to put up 
parking charges. 

“We haven’t done so for two-and-a- 
half years but rising operational 
costs mean we can no longer keep 
charges at their former level.” 


Drivers will still be able to buy 
parking time in 5p increments, start¬ 
ing from 30p for 25 minutes. 

The council operates 12 car parks 
in Ashford and Tenterden as well as 
the on-street parking spaces. 

It will soon be opening a tempo¬ 
rary car park in Dover Place and will 
be introducing a park and ride 
scheme in 2008. 

It is also hoping to build another 
multi-storey car park on on the edge 
of town. 

Councillors say that they agreed 
the increase in February of this year 
but delayed implementation after 
taking into consideration the effects 
of the ring road works on Ashford’s 
town centre businesses. 

Cllr Bell said: “We have tried to 
minimise the effect by keeping the 
increase as low as we can. 

“We also delayed the implementa¬ 
tion of the new fees until after 
Christmas to help Ashford town cen¬ 
tre traders in the run up to the big 
day.”

Web community 
is set to keep on 
growing in 2008 


BRACE yourselves for a broad¬ 
band explosion in 2008 as super¬ 
fast download speeds transform 
the way we consume films, TV and 
home-made programming. 

As the days of slow dial-up modems in our 
homes are replaced with cheap connections 
capable of streaming video and music in sec¬ 
onds rather than hours, a new type of enter¬ 
tainment is establishing itself as the main¬ 
stream. 

Web-only content - pioneered by the likes of 
YouTube, which took content uploaded from 
mobile phones and video cameras and shared 
it with a global audience of millions - is now 
becoming the norm. 

In fact, just last week, Kent County Council’s 
revolutionary new broadband TV channel - 
KentTV.com - revealed it has chalked up more 
than 109,000 visits since it went live on 
September 21; that’s an average of 35,000 vis¬ 
its a month. 

The channel showcased more than 350 films 
on the site, and although criticised in some 
quarters for the amount of public money 
invested in it, it has proved there is an

appetite for informative content that is deliv¬ 
ered via PC. 

Backed by Bob Geldof’s Ten Alps production 
company, it has focused on quality short films 
stretching across a range of interests. 

A county council spokesman said: “Kent TV 
has produced a number of well-crafted films 
that would do credit to any terrestrial channel. 

“These include the Royal Ballet weekend 
masterclass, the Annual Rough Sleeper Count 
in Dover, the journey to Paris on the inaugural 
Ebbsfleet train, memories of the Great Storm, 
a Trading Standards raid and A Canterbury 
Tale screening.” 

They’re not the only ones either. KOS Media, 
publisher of this newspaper and the multi- 
award-winning Kent on Sunday, created 
waves of its own when earlier in September it 
unveiled its www.yourkenttv.co.uk site. 

Taking the YouTube concept and transport¬ 
ing it into a local setting, it has already had 
more than 2,000 clips uploaded and more than 
300,000 visitors to its new online services. 

Gary Wright, group editor of the Your Local 


newspaper series, said: “What lies at the heart 
of the success of sites such as YouTube is that 
it creates a community. 

“The clips are easily accessible, they are not 
so professional people feel apprehensive about 
sharing their own clips, and it brings together 
people with the same interests with scant 
regard for geographic restrictions. 

‘We have looked to take that down to just 
Kent and the response has been impressive 
already. Word is clearly getting around that 
you can see your friends, neighbours, col¬ 
leagues or just those who all like a certain 
hobby or interest you share. 

“And all of this is fuelled by the fact the con¬ 
tent is generated by the very people who visit. 
Plus, video starts up the minute you press 
‘play 5 , thanks to broadband, and there’s a huge 
range of clips available.” 

In addition to the ever-growing amount of 
user-generated content, Yourkenttv.co.uk has 
created its own footage of news and events 
going on in and around the county. 

But its future success depends on you. So 
take some clips on your phone or video cam¬ 
era, upload them - following our simple 
instructions - and perhaps in 2008 you could 
be one of the new breed of online stars.

INVICTA FM must rise to the 
challenges of a multimedia age, 
according to new boss Neil Webster. 

The new managing director, who joined the 
radio station in November, has been talking 
about his first impressions and the opportu¬ 
nities that lie ahead in 2008 for the county’s 
biggest commercial station. 

“The company has not had a managing 
director for a number of years and it’s a big 
challenge, because Invicta FM has an audi¬ 
ence of 500,000 listeners in a month,” Neil 
said. “It’s a very significant radio station. The 
job is a fantastic challenge.” 

Experience 

Since his early days as a graduate market¬ 
ing trainee in television, Neil has gained sig¬ 
nificant experience in the world of sales, mar¬ 
keting, distribution and commercial matters. 

“He worked at Classic FM when it was first 
established and also ran a weekly sports 
newspaper. Before arriving at Invicta FM, he 
was managing director of a national adver¬ 
tising sales company, First Radio Sales, for 
more than four years. 

He has moved his family to the Canterbury 
area from Buckinghamshire and he was 
immediately impressed by the station’s local 
profile. 

“One of the key strengths of Invicta FM 
from an audience perspective is that we do 
lots of research into what people like,” he said. 

“It has struck me how much we are a part 
of the community. The unique news team is 
very focused on what is important to people, 
and we also research the music mix. It’s 
about creating a ‘must listen’ experience.”

Neil believes the station’s presenters, many 
of whom get heavily involved in Kent life, are 
another key asset. We have got fantastic pre¬ 
senters, people who are very famous in the 
community, and a great platform,” he said. 

But despite the station’s current success, 
Neil is determined not to rest on Invicta FM’s 
laurels. With the ever-increasing threat from 
other forms of media, he believes that radio 
stations must keep developing to thrive. 

“I think people are living their lives slightly 
differently than they were a few years ago,” 
he said. “Most people have access to the inter¬ 
net and can listen to any radio station in the 
world. Most people have more than one TV, so 
fragmentation is hugely important. 

“We have the massive competition of the BBC, 
which is more than stations in many other 
countries are up against. People can con¬ 
sume media in different ways, but they’re still 
very localised in the way they live. We create the 
vast majority of our output here in Kent and 
most of our employees are from the county.” 

Neil claims there are no big changes 
planned just yet, though any alterations will 
be aimed at better serving the community. 

“If you think you’ve got something right, 
you’ve probably got it wrong,” he said. 

With big competitions and a ‘green’ month 
planned for 2008, it looks like an exciting 
time for Invicta FM. 

Neil said: “It’s all about people sitting in a 
traffic jam on the way to work, listening to 
Invicta, laughing and smiling, and feeling 
that we know what they’re about.” 


Seeing theatre in a new way 


A TEAM of audio describers in Kent is helping 
visually-impaired people enjoy the theatre. 

Denise Smith from Dover is one who finds 
the project highly rewarding. 

“A team of local people do for blind and par¬ 
tially sighted people what a signer does for 
deaf people,” she said. 

“During a live theatre performance we fill in 
the gaps. For blind people, instead of the 
words being signed, we fill in the movements.” 

The describing team is made up of five peo¬ 
ple: Denise from Dover, Willie Cooper from 
Herne Bay, Margaret Threadgold from 
Walmer, Sarah Munday from Thanet and 
Karen Adams from Faversham. 

Denise said: “The audio describer, having 
seen the play at least five times, sits in a back 
room watching the stage action on a TV set 
and speaks into a microphone.” 

This connects to an infra-red system and 
the describer’s audience listens on headsets. 


The blind person can hear the lines from 
the actors and then their movements from 
the describers. 

An audio describer will see a play several 
times, allowing them to make notes for an 
introduction including descriptions of the set 
and costumes. 

Decisions are then made as to when to put 
in action points between the actors’ lines as 
the describers must not speak when the 
actors are talking. 

Denise said:“Describing a musical such as 
the Rocky Horror Show or Saturday Night 
Fever often means yelling quick bursts over 
the loud music and hoping you get across the 
fast-moving action, while other, more sedate, 
productions mean quietly giving points that 
will not spoil the poignant and very quiet 
action on the stage.”

WEATHER is set to be mild across the coirnty 
during the run-up to New Year as the 
Christmas cold snap ends. 

Rainfall is also forecast by experts from the 
Met Office, who say temperatures will be in 
the high single figure or low double figure 
range between now and the new year. 

Forecaster Barry Grommett told this paper: 
“It’s really going to be a mild time across Kent 
over the next few days, so no one is going to 
have to worry about harsh conditions. 

“It has been cold and frosty, but rain will come 
and that will spell the end of the wintry weath¬ 
er. It will take a bit of time, but the weather is 
going to be very average for the time of year. 

“Temperatures will be in the range of 
between eight and 12 degrees, which is rough¬ 
ly the norm. 

“There will be showers, but even they will 
not be heavy, so it should be quite pleasant. 

‘Winds are not going to be too strong, either 
- just breezy. But I have to say there is very 
little chance of any snow - so the picture post¬ 
card scenery will not be there.”

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Listeners mourn radio star 


TRIBUTES are still pouring in to 
BBC Radio Kent for the station’s 
award-winning reporter Jonathan 
Witchell, who died aged just 33. 

Mr Witchell, who lived in Sevenoaks, died 10 
days ago after going to the doctor with stom¬ 
ach pains 

Paul Leaper, the managing editor of BBC 
Radio Kent, said: “This has been one of the 
hardest weeks in Radio Kent’s history. 

“Jonathan will be remembered as someone 
who loved Kent and loved radio. 

“He had creative flair and scrupulous atten¬ 
tion to detail. He was simply one of the 
station’s best all-rounders. 

“I know he’ll be sorely missed by all his 
colleagues and listeners to BBC Radio Kent. 
Our hearts to go out to his family at this 
difficult time.” 

Mr Witchell joined BBC Radio Kent almost 
10 years ago as a broadcast journalist. 

The corporation said he very quickly became 
a firm favourite, gaining great affection from 
both listeners and colleagues. 

Born and raised in Kent, he studied at 
Salford University before completing a 
Masters degree at Stirling University. 

His broadcasting career began at Hospital

Radio Bromley, followed by stints at BBC 
Radio Devon and BBC Radio Lincolnshire. 

He joined BBC Radio Kent in 1998 and con¬ 
tributed to many of the station’s programmes, 
working with Barbara Sturgeon, Paul James 
and Paul Harris. 

Mr Witchell’s documentary about James 
Bond in Kent won him the accolade of Kent 
Broadcast Journalist of the Year in 2004. 

Last year, Mr Witchell spent a year working 
with new journalists in Sri Lanka and produc¬ 
ing reports for the BBC World Service. 

This summer he worked on a programme 
with broadcasters Dave Cash and Johnnie 
Walker to mark the 40th anniversary of the 
abolition of pirate radio. 

Mr Witchell, who was unmarried, went into 
hospital with a stomach complaint. The cause 
of his death is as yet unknown. 

Details of Mr Witchell’s funeral are yet to be 
confirmed. However if listeners wish to offer 
their condolences, BBC Radio Kent will pass 
them to his family.

Headline names join 
launch of journalism 
course at university 

THE University of Kent is making the 
news with the official launch of its new 
degree course in journalism. 

Based at the University’s Medway cam¬ 
pus, the Centre for Journalism will combine 
traditional print media and journalism 
skills with training in digital and multi- 
media communications, including radio, 
television and online publishing. 

Attending the launch were two major 
names from the news industry - Gavin 
Esler, one of the main presenters of BBC 
Two’s Newsnight programme, and former 
Roger Alton, editor of national Sunday 
newspaper The Observer. 

Mr Esler and Mr Alton will both sit on a 
special panel of advisers, who will help 
oversee the new degree programme and 
provide expert tips and guidance from 
inside the news industry. 

Multimedia 

Also on the panel will be Phil Harding, a 
former editor of Radio Four’s Today pro¬ 
gramme and one of the founders of Radio 
Five Live. 

The university’s professor of journalism, 
Tim Luckhurst, said that Kent was moving 
into exciting new territory with the launch 
of the course. “We will be teaching students 
all about 21st-century journalism - making 
sure they have the intellectual skills and 
the multimedia know-how to embark on 
successful careers in the fast-changing 
news industry,” he said. 

“It’s my aim that the University of 
Kent will lead the field in the teaching of 
modern-day journalism. We want to make 
sure every student relishes the prospect of 
learning their craft here at Medway. 

“The Medway towns will provide an ideal 
newsbeat for any news trainee, and central 
London is also close at hand,” he said. 

The teaching team at the Centre for 
Journalism includes Ian Reeves, an award¬ 
winning former editor of journalists’ trade 
title Press Gazette, and national newspaper 
columnist Sarah Lonsdale. 

The degree course, which begins in 
September 2008, will provide its students 
with a state-of-the art newsroom and other 
hi-tech facilities, located within the 
Gillingham Building on the campus at 
Chatham Maritime. 


A MUSH AND A SHOVE 


Tearing through the countryside on a 
trike pulled by a team of huskies is an 
experience that both animal lovers and 
adrenaline junkies would savour.

Mr Ames's father Alan is the director 
of the centre, which he set up 11 years 
ago. It has 20 huskies, and most are 
likely to arrive from centres such as 
Battersea Dogs Home.

As a result 
of this these houses are unable to 
get a broadband connection 
because the fibre-optic cable won’t 
support the broadband signal. 

The reason I am intrigued is 
because you article talks about the 
use of fibre optics for supplying 
high speed broadband across the 
borough. I’m hoping this is the 
case and that I will be able to get 
broadband in the not too distant 
future. If not then I am stuck with 
the expensive option of satellite 
broadband. 

It would be nice if the “communi¬ 
cation upgrade” discussed in your 
article meant that people who 
can’t currently get broadband were 
able to, instead of just improving 
the broadband speed for those who 
already have it.

IT WAS our first night in Croatia 
and in the perfect setting of a 
waterfront restaurant I discovered 
the delights of Dentex. 

Although it sounds like a mouthwash, 
Dentex is a famously tasty fish caught in 
shoals in the deep blue waters off Dubrovnik. 
Croatians call it the Zubatec, or “King of the 
Adriatic” and now it stared at me from a 
colourful plate in all its razor-fanged glory. 

Although the locals had been singing its 
praises since we arrived, nothing quite pre¬ 
pared me for the distinctive meaty yet delicate 
lemony taste, and at barely £7 for a huge por¬ 
tion, we ate it almost every night. 

To be perfectly honest, before I set foot on 
Croatian soil, I had no idea what the local cui¬ 
sine would be like but, luckily, the sheer vari¬ 
ety of European dishes ranging from fresh fish 
to Buzara - boiled scampi in a rich wine sauce 
- turned out to be a pleasant surprise. 

Of course, it’s not only the fantastic food and 
typically Mediterranean summer lifestyle 
which makes Croatia the tourist destination of 
the moment. 

With Spain’s coastline often over-crowded, 
Italy’s verging on extortionate, and the French 
Med a little cliquey, it’s little wonder this tiny 
croissant-shaped country is fast becoming 
Europe’s most coveted holiday hot spot. 

With miles of pristine beaches framed by 
dramatic mountains and impossibly clear 
Adriatic waters, more than a thousand pictur-

esque islands ripe for hopping, and town upon 
ancient town bursting with faded Habsburg 
grandeur and dazzling Byzantine churches, 
Croatia provides a fascinating experience for 
any visitor. 

Croatia’s current success marks a dramatic 
revival from the early 1990s when the then 
Yugoslavia experienced its grim civil war. 

For the more observant traveller scattered 
remnants of the war in the shape of derelict, 
burnt out villages can still be spotted in

In the heart of historic Dalmatia, the Tucepi 
coastline is an unbroken series of beautiful 
clean beaches, bordered on one side by the 
transparent turquoise sea and on the other by 
a green necklace of pine forests, olive groves, 
blossoming vineyards and cool glades. 

Our base was the friendly four star Afrodita 
Village hotel, set on the leafy slopes of Mount 
Biokovo. It boasts comfortable, airy apart¬ 
ments, a huge swimming pool and an amazing 
breakfast buffet - and the bonus of being only 
a few seconds away from a long stretch of pris¬ 
tine pebble beach. 

If you fancy getting out and about on foot one 
day, it’s a relatively easy hour-long walk along 
Tucepi’s rugged coast to the lovely old town of 
Makarska and a well-deserved cold beer or 
home-made ice-cream on the palm-fringed 
promenade, where trendy cafes, bars and bou¬ 
tiques overlook the sunny harbour. 

Wherever you go in Croatia, you’re guaran¬ 
teed a wonderful experience hard to match 
anywhere else in Europe. Just try to get there 
before everyone else realises what they’re 
missing!

GOLFER Benn Barham believes he still has 
what it takes to get onto the lucrative PGA 
Tour. 

Barham had his most successful year on the 
European Tour this year, finishing 89th on the 
order of merit. En route to his best finish in 
eight years, he secured seventh place in 


Madrid and tied ninth in the BMW 
International Open. 

Next year, Barham hopes to secure his maid¬ 
en win on the tour and finish in the top 60 so 
he can qualify for the prestigious end of season 
Volvo Masters, won by Justin Rose in 
November. 

Barham, from Ashford, said: “To do that I 
will need to earn at least a half a million euros 
in prize money. One of my biggest aims is to 
win a tournament this season. 

“Finishing in the top ten is a good standard, 
but winning is what everyone wants.” 


Barham believes he still has what it takes to 
make a breakthrough on the American PGA 
Tour where the likes of golf superstars Tiger 
Woods and Vijay Singh ply their trade. 

A hopeful Barham said: “Golfers do not 
reach their peak until their mid-30s. I am 32 
now and have not given up the ghost. I think 
my game is still progressing. I would love to 
get the chance to play at the highest level on 
the PGA Tour, but the European Tour is not 
too far behind the PGA.” 

He returns to European Tour action in the 
Abu Dhabi Championship on January 17.
